IS IT AN ISSUE? 
Tha economists today aro thumping the 
chest of the economy, stethoscoping It a nd 
. otherwise cxamlnelng It to try to come up 
with a diagnosis. Are we In a recession? If 
so, ore we In the middle or one, or at the 
end of one? 

The only possible conclusion nt this point 
Bcems to be VmA the economy Isn't on a rise 
at the moment, but with .11 gross national 
product bigger thnn last year's It hasn't re 
ceded either. 

Looking back a few decades, the econo- 
mists had no such problem. There were 
hefty booms and sudden busts. Nothing like 
that has occurred In many years. Instead, 
■wo have hnd tides of rises to new heights, 
followed by periods of some backsliding, 
ever since the war. 

This backsliding Is uncomfortable, but 
Is It avoidable? Not likely. One hundred per 
cent full employment Is an Impossibility so 
long as workers arc free to quit their jobs 
and so long as employers are permitted to 
shut down plants when th circumducts be- 
come passe, or public tastes changes. Con- 
struction can't go on the year around In 
nil climates, either; nor can we always be 
harvesting crops or running amusement 
parks. 

It seems Impossible to prevent a sort of 
rhythm In economic activity. Even the Rus- 
sians, with full state control of the economy, 
have been unable to attain a uniform rate 
of growth, though they've tried. 

Neither party, when holding office, has 
been able to prevent these short and mod- 
erate recessions in our country. No candi- 
dates have presented any program intend- 
ed to prevent them. In fact, no person or 
group now has any inkling of how the 
rhythm can be controlled without stopping 
the desirable forward surges of growth. 

The -present economic what-Is-it then, 
shouldn't influence votes, as- neither party 
can be blamed for It and 1 neither party 
could have prevented It. 

But economic growth is an Issue. And 
growth occurs when government actions in 
the field of taxes, favored treatment of 
labor union bosses and over-regulation do 
not prevent Its occurrence.

THE COMPLAINT MAKERS 
There Is a school of eggheads today that 
produces books deploring our machine civ- 
ilization and our attachment to material 
possessions. Latest in a succession of such 
books Is Vance Packard'a "Tho Waste Mak- 
ers." 

Nobody can quarrel with an outright ap- 
peal to eliminate waste, In our private lives, 
In Industry and In government. Waste la 
expensive and morally bad, too. 

But none of the writers of this Ilk really 
Is -570:11601 too much about waste. It turns 
out that what they dislike Is machines. 
Packard, lor example, objects to washing 
machines, driers and dishwashers, because 
they deprive tho housewife of tlme-lllllng 
tasks. 

Where Mr. PacKard ever got the Idea that 
woman's need is to have something to do 
with her time wo can't guess. Maybe he 
]ust doesn't know any women. But It Is evi- 
dent to anyone who does that time once 
cpent in washing stuff now is spent on ev- 
erything from politics and PTA to income- 
producing work. 

What this school of writers chooses to 
ignore is that only a society with labor 
saving machinery or institutions (such as 
slavery) had the leisure to allow many ot 
Its members to be teachers, musicians, 
painters, writers and the like. 

In economically primitive societies, only 
a handful of tho elite have any time lor 
cultural pursuits or even education, and 
the rest try to grub out a living for all with 
their hands. 

The saving of human labor is the means 
by which we acquire, both leisure and the 
wealth that allows us to progress in the 
non-material lines; 

But even today, anyone who wants to live 
by the sweat of his brow, tolling from morn- 
ing to night to accomplish the simple re- 
quirements for survival, may fio bo. These 
eggheads should try' it.
